New York C ity is now trying to digest it* first post­ 
war "reconversion” budget as submitted by the new 
mayor, W illiam O ’Dwyer. 
Those who had hoped that, with the war emergency 
over, retrenchment and economy would hasten tax re­ 
ductions were in for a serious shock. 
The budget is much the largest in the city’s history, 
calling for expenditures of $857,131,84*) within the next 
fiscal year. This is $93,514,582 more than the present 
rate of spending, and requires more than $70,000,000 in 
new tax revenues. 
In addition to a boost in the real estate tax rate, the 
mayor proposes to double the present one cent sales tax. 
to double the tax on business enterprises, and to create 
new taxes on hotel rooms and racetrack betting. 
W hat looked like a sizeable increase in the moneys 
lo be received by the city from the State and Federal gov­ 
ernments. an added $22,000,000, barely made a dent in 
the higher levels of spending which the M ayor proposed. 
Pennsylvanians have several reasons for being in­ 
terested in the New York C ity budget. One is that the 
Keystone State governs a population not dissimilar in 
number to that ruled by M ayor O D w yer. 
Comparisons are therefore in order; and the most 
conspicuous one is that, when State and Federal |>ayments 
to New York are deducted. New York spends limos! 
exactly twice what Pennsylvania spends; a one-year bud­ 
get in New York C ity is approxim ately equal to a two- 
year budget in Pennsylvania.

is partly true: police, fir** and park services in New York 
account for $1 17.145,702 of the total budget, and News 
York operates subways and ferry boats at a heavy ex­ 
pense. 


On tile other hand, Pennsylvania has extra costs 
which should nearly cancel out that of New York. The 
Keystone State has several departments, such as Mines, 
Agriculture, etc., which New York does not operate. 
Moreover, in the important item of public assistance, 
New York pays only 20 per cent whereas Pennsylvania 
pays 50 pf-r cent of the total. 
rile reasons for the glaring difference lie along dif­ 
ferent lines. I he most conspicuous is the matter of public 
debt. I *or seven years, Pennsylvania has enjoyed careful 
husbandry of state revenues; the state has lived pains­ 
takingly within its means. A s a result, the debt has been I 
sharply reduced, so that debt charges are almost negli­ 
gible. 


In New York C ity, on the contrary, debt service ; 
charges alone are at the fantastic level of $154,524,273. I 
m ore than tine sixth of the entire budget. W hat it costs 
Ne a v York City to try to struggle out of debt is almost 
equal to the combined subsidy and operation costs of the 
Pennsylvania Department of Public Instruction, or $155,- 
827,000. 
| 


M clition of the word subsidy brings up another strik-1 
mg difference between New York City policy and that 
which Pennsylvania has followed. 
In Pennsylvania, subsidies are payments to worth­ 
while semi public institutions— principally hospitals and 
schools— which are not fully self-supporting. 


New York, on the contrary, has followed the New 
Deal theory of applying subsidies to business transactions 
which ought to stand on their own feet. I he five-cent fare 
in New York’s subway system is subsidized. Under the j 
O ’Dwyer budget, it is going to cost the taxpayers at least I 
$54,769,000 to make- up what the 5-cent fare loses— more 
if the subway employees are given ’ cost of living” wage 
increases. 
It is easy to understand that one of the hot political 
issues in New York is the interesting question of whether 
the subway riders ought to pay their own fares, or con 
tinue to shove part of them over to the taxpayers. 
I he (V I )wyer budget is conspicuous for raising vir­ 
tually everybody's salaries— except possibly the subway 
workers. 
No fewer than 107.269 pay adjustments arc- 
called for specifically, and many others proposed in gen­ 
eral. 
I he impression which the budge* message conveys 
is that most of the increase will go to raising existing wages 
and to hiring more employees at the higher levels. 
I his is generous of Mayor CVI )wyer— but the heavily 
burdened taxpayers who will have to carry the added load 
may wish he were less open-handed. 


M e r e again the Pennsylvania practice is in striking 
contrast. W ithin the last six years, many times as many 
pay increases have Ireen given State employees as Mayor 
O ’Dwyer lists; but here they have l>eeii financed out of 
existing surpluses created by thrift— not merely tacked 
on the taxpayers' bill.

called felt specifically, and many others proposed in gen­ 
eral. 
I he impression which the budge! message conveys 
is that most oi the increase will go to raising existing wages i 
and to luring more employees at the higher levels. 
I bis is generous of Mayor ( )’l )wyer— hut the heavily 
1 burdened taxpayers who will have to t arry the added load 
may wish he were less open-handed- 
Here again the Pennsylvania practice is in striking 
contrast. Within the last six years, many times as many 
pay increases have been given State employees as Mayor 
O 'Dwyer lists; hut here they have been financed out of 
existing surpluses created by thrift— not merely tacked 
on the taxpayers’ bill.
